terday. His speech, it was stated, 
was the first in the reapportion- 
| ment campaign. 

“The present movement in lec- 
islative reapportionment,” he said, 
“is mot built along party lines or 
| Sectional! ines. There is a feeling 


on the part of the combined all- 
parties committee that no reappor- 
tionment will ever come through 
the Legislature as it is organised at 
the present time. Ig other worda, 
the State Legislature refuses io 
obey the conatitution. The peoplc 
now are to proceed to cerry out 
the principles of that conatitution 
by initiative measures.” 

Tn accordance with the constitu- 
tion, «ald. the 
strength was reapportioned by act 
of the Legislature every ten years 
sines 1879 up to 1921. Since that 
time, he deciared, the Legislature 
on a number of occasions has 
definitely refused to reapportion 
according to population. 


GAIN SIX TIMES FASTER 

“The ten southern counties — 
San Luis Obispo, Kern, Santa Bar- 
bara. Los Angeles, Ventura, San 
Bernardino, Orange, Riverside. 
San Diego and Impertal—had 
increase of 615,000, or an average 
increase of 61,000 per county in 
the last ten years.” he said.
